For the second time in the chequered history of the 
mandated area, the importance of which is so vastly dis- 
proportionate to its size and the future of which is of such 
vital concern to the Jewish people throughout the world 
whether they realise it or whether, as is the case with too many, 
its significance for them is not grasped—the Proconsulship for 
Palestine has beeh entrusted to a distinguished soldier. 
General Sir ARTHUR WAUCHOPE took up residence in the 
land he has been charged to govern, on Friday _ last.

responsibility, But the very straightforwardness and simplicity 
of his words, when at the swearing-in ceremony he frankly told 
those assembled that he had come to his duties with an open 


mind, without preconceived ideas, without plans or schemes, 


afford a happy omen for the success of the task he has under- 
taken. Jews who have dedicated their lives and their possessions 
to the great Cause of national reinstatement, are too pro-

In the hands of General 
WAUCCHOVE, we may reasonably hope that the Pax Britannica 
Will not lose its significance in Palestine. The tenures of office 
of his predecessors have not all been marked by the success 
Which world-Jewry ardently wishes for that of the new High 
Conunissioner. Simple strength has often been lacking, while 
an impractical idealism, shadowed by oflicial convent:onality, 
has too frequently wrought disaster for those whom it was 
desired to benefit. But these unfortunate attributes can 
scarcely remain attached to an intelligent mind which has 
learnt to temper the almost limitless freedom of the ideal with 
the stern facts of reality, in the grim fires of war. Such a mind, 
too, knows well how much weight to attach to the vivid 
eloquence of those who seek, by bombast and by rhetoric, to gain 
for themselves an importance which they do not possess, and 
to foist themselves in authority on a people from whom they have 
received no mandate. Against intrigue and the selfish pursuance 
of individual ambition at the expense of the public weal, there can 
be no better guardian than that greatness which expresses itself 
in courage, sincerity and discipline, and which is comprised in a 
phrase made famous by centuries of truly heroic devotion to 
duty. It is a phrase in which hes the best hope for the 
suecess of General WAUCHOPE'’S administration, and is con- 
tained in the simple definition: An officer and a gentleman. 


Jewry: Week by Week. 


The painful outburst of anti-Semitic rioting in Poland continues 
to afford anxiety and disgust to Jews throughout the world. The 
difficulty of affording any effective help from outside was stressed 
by the President of the Deputies last week, who confessed that in 
his opinion, for the time being, little more could be done than hope 
that the Polish Government would carry out its obvious duty of 
restoring law and order and affording opportunities to Jewish students 
to carry on their studies at the Universities in peace. It is, indeed, 


painful for Jews outside Poland to have to stand by and watch ther ' 


brethren in that land subjected to insults and barbarous assaults, 
But we have more than once pointed out how, in the present con- 
dition of the world, protests and interference by one Jewish Community 
on behalf of another less favourably placed, have often in the long 
run resulted in more harm being done than good. For one thing, 
Polish Jewry is well organised, even though it be riven with factions 
and sects and dissensions. No appeal officially had been made by 
Polish Jewish Organisations when the Deputies met. Although, 
therefore, it was impossible for that. body to advise any definite imme- 
diate steps, no harm could be done by the Polish Government and 
the Polish reactionary politicians learning of the disgust of Anglo- 
Jewry at the shameful happenings which had been allowed to stain 
the reputation of Poland. 


If one would estimate the utter lack of justification or excuse, 
or even extenuation, that could be made for the lawless ruffians who 
have occupied the last few weeks in attacking their fellow-Jewish 
citizens in Poland, there is but te glance at some of the ridiculous 
causes of complaint which the Polish anti-Semites have attempted 
to put forward as grievances. The old excuse that there was a dis- 
proportionately low percentage of Jewish corpses supplied for the, 
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purposes of anatomical study has been effectively negatived. A more 
recent story, concocted as a feeble kind of justification for the out- 
breaks, is typical of the utter groundlessness of the alleged reasons 
which the rioters offer for their behaviour. It amounts to an accusa- 
tion that some Jews broke a stained-glass window of considerable 
value and antiquity in a Polish church! Absurd though this be, as 
a plea of justification, investigations have revealed that the accusation 
is, in fact, untrue and that the damage was the work, possibly un- 
intentional, of the anti-Semitic rioters themselves. 

Perhaps not to be wondered at, but nevertheless a matter worth 
remembering, is the news that baptised Jews have been active among 
the anti-Semitic forces; and in some places have actually led the 
rioters. Here we have a further demonstration of the vicious circle 
which maps the course of assimilation. It is an old story of which 
history provides many examples. Rarely does the Jew leave his 
people and his faith and throw in his lot entirely with a different 
relimon and a different people; without in time developing an ever- 
growing hatred and malignity towards those from.whom he has parted. 
Sometimes it manifests itself in the lifetime of the deserter, sometimes 
in his posterity. However gentle the process of moving away from 
Jewish origin, or however sudden the departure, when the testing- 
time comes and the flame of antagonism between Jew and non-Jew 
leans up, the Jew who has cast himself off from his brethren, or whose 
immediate forbears haye thrown in their let religiously, culturally, 
and racially with non-Jews, by his very nature it seems is led to 
feel that even an attitude of neutral non-interference detracts from 
his purpose of being what he can never be—one hundred per cent. 
whatever the nation to which he seeks to assimilate. It was the case 
with the Frankists in eighteenth century Poland and it is the case 
with the baptised Jews in Poland to-day. The peculiar “toxin ” 
thus produced by assimilation, may possibly be one of the important 
factors in maintaining the survival of Jews as a separate people in 
Galut. An examination of this aspect of the Jewish problem reveals 
rather clearly the impricticability of Mr. Bernard Shaw’s gratuitous 
advice which he gave the Jews some months ago, in so many words, 
to lose themselves among the nations. It also emphasises what has 
been pointed out by more than one Jewish thinker, that the Jewish 
Question is a problem the solution of which is as necessary for the 
political health of the world as it is for the general happiness of Jewry. 


Patriotism Pour Rire. 


Many a literary humorist has entertained his readers by 
satirising the florid exuberance of the small town news-sheet, in which 
language and enthusiasm so flamboyant and superlative as scarcely 
to be merited even by world-shattering events, are applied to the 
“village pump ”’ happenings in the locality for which the paper caters. 
But our brethren in Salonika have surpassed even a Leacock or a 
Twain in their wild “ Greek” patriotism, pompously displayed in 
a local Jewish journal. The occasion was.the disorders in Cyprus, 
and no Mayor of an American town seeking to display his 150 per 
cent. Americanism by a 200 per cent. abuse of all countries which 
had failed to pay the deference due to his township could surpass 
the laughable exuberance of our Greek contemporary in its denuncia- 
tion of the “terrible, terrible’ oppression which British rule has 
constituted in the Mediterranean island. The fact that it is extremely 
doubtful that anything to which the term “oppression ” could be 


justly applied, has marked British rule in Cyprus, merely makes the ° 


high-flown phrases such as “the crushing yoke of British administra- 
tion ” the more ridiculous. 


But there is a sad aspect of this otherwise comical behaviour of 
Salonika Jewry which must call for the sympathy of their fellow- 
Jews, even though they feel a trifle of contempt for the antics of these 
“Homeric” heroes. We know that the position of the Jews in 
Salonika for some time past has been far from happy, while only 
recently they were the victims of something like anti-Semitic attack. 
In their cries of undying support for Greece is the note of the broken 
spirit which has lost its self respect, and, as a last hope, seeks by 
flattering those in power over it, even in their follies, to gain a little 
favour and a little ease. Hence, balanced judgment will see in the 
diatribes of this Salonika journal a pathetic reflection of the miserable 
world-position of the Jew. And would it be wringing hearts nearer 
to us than Macedonia to recall the pitiable patriotic strutting 
which a handful of Jews in this country indulged in, when many of 
them, with the dust of wandering scarcely shaken from their feet 
and the marks of their sojourn in lands where English was not spoken 
scarcely smoothed from off their tongues, could find no words too 
bitter for those, even for those Jews, who owed by birth or circum- 
stances allegiance to a Power at war with Great Britain ?

OR have Jews had much to complain of in this inevitable 
system. It has yielded them a succession of splendid types, 
men of the highest dignity, probity and devotion, conscious of 
responsibility, sensitive to every communal need, and alive to every, 
or nearly every, commanding occasion—witness the memorable and 
historic fight of Rothschild and Goldsmid for the emancipation of 
their people, the splendid struggle against immigration restriction, 
and those humane pilgrimages of Moses Montefiore which brought 
him the regard of a Queen and to all Jews the respect of nations. 
NLY on two occasions that I can recall at the moment did the 
Anglo-Jewish leaders abdicate their leadership. The first was 
when they refused to look at the proposal for a Jewish Hospital— 
a scheme which, to their eternal credit, the Jewish masses thereupon 
took upon their own shoulders and carried to ti iumph. The second, 
and much more serious occasion, was when -the ardent Herzl 
approached them with his Zionist parable, and they refused to hear, 
Then, aga'n, it was the Jewish masses who listened, though it is 
important to note that, later on, when the financial task seemed 
to .be beyond their powers, they turned once more to the old 
leadership of wealth, and the Jewish Agency was born. But 
this Jewish “journey to Canossa,” to use the Bismarckian phrase, 
does not seem to have prospered. The money does not appear to 


have flowed from the golden fountain as copiously as was hoped, 


HiSE two acts of renunciation apart—if there are more, I 
cannot at the moment remember them-—our leaders of wealth 

have been worthy of their leadership. If they failed us on the 
occas'ons referred to, and showed lack of vision, it was because 
they were children of the emancipation era, who still believed .in 
the now faded doctrine that assimilation is the road to salvation. 
If, at times, they have seemed autocratic, that was the result of 
their unchallenged power and the unruly individualism of their 
Jewish followers. If some of them, or members of their families, have 
abandoned their faith, or don even to-day a religious mask when 
engaged on official ‘duties, that, evil and unforgivable though it 
may be, is part of the insincere, compromising, and society “ gate-

O DAY, Zangwill has left no visible successor. But the years 
have brought a new force to birth. We area much batter 
educated community than the English Jewry of a generation or two 
ago, and the multiplication of the Universities has given us a small 
army of cultivated young men and women, which is trooping down 
from the halls of learning in ever-growing numbers. May not there 
flash, some cay, from this new force, as I bave called it, that spark of 
inspiration for which many of us are yearning ?

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LADY BATTERSEA. 


Lady Battersea, who died on Monday, at the age of eighty -eight, 
was & prominent figure in the social life of the nineteenth contury 
and was personally associated with many famous people in 
the political world in England and in Europe generally. She was 
born in 1843 and was the elder daughter of the late Sir Anthony de 
Rothschild. She was a member of the Montefiore family on her 
mother’s side. She was a first cousin of Sir Francis Montefiore and 
of Dr. Claude G. Montefiore, whose respective fathers, Joseph Mayer 
Montefiore and Nathaniel Montefiore, were her mother’s brothers. 
When quite a child, the deceased became interested in. educational 
work at the Jews’ Free School, of which her father was President. 
Later, with her sister Annie, she produced a book desigued to 
improve the existing method of teaching Jewish children their 
history and traditions. It was entitled, “ The History and Literature 
of the Israelites’; it was most enthusiastically reviewed and 
elicited a personal letter of praise from Disracli. Miss de 
‘othschild, as she then was, also took a keen interest in the

developed into Girls’ Clubs. She became a member of the Ladies’ 
Committee of the Jewish Ladies’ Benevolent Loan Society, on 


the suggestion of that well-known social worker.

She was a,frequent and much-liked visitor in the 
Kast End of London, and participated in the temperance. crusade 
aud in prison visiting. She was married in 1877 to Cyril Flower, who 
Was created Lord Battersea in 1892 and who died in 1907. She 
became quite a famous hostess of her day, and was personally 
acquainted with Palmerston, Gladstone and Disraeli, in whose 
houses she was received as a welcome guest. She remembered 
having seen pie Duke of Wellington, and her “ Reminiscences,” 
published in 1922, gave an intimate and absorbing account of the 
life of her times, and especially of her own family circle in which 
care and thought for the poorer members of the Community were 
with porticipation in the social, literary and artistic 
interests of the day. The late Lady Battersea was President of the 
National Union of Women Workers in 1901, and had been Vice- 
President and Hon. Secretary of the Jewish Association for the 
Protect on of Girls and Women. She was decorated with the Order 
of Mercy and Bar. She contributed several sketches to the columns 
of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, and in 1921! published “ Waifs and Strays,” 
a collection of stories, essays, and addresses, which she had written 
at different periods. 

The Funeral was at Willesden Jewish Cemetery on Tucsday 
morning. The Service was conducted by the Rev. Ephraim 
Levine, M.A., assisted by the Rev. Michael Adler, B.A., and the Rev. 
1. Goldston. Among those who attended were Major Lionel de 
Rothschild, O.B.E., Mr. James de Rothschild, M.P., Mr. Anthony de 
Rothschild, Dr. Claude G. Montefiore, Lord Roseberry and Mr. 
Leonard G. Montetiore, O.B.E. (Principal Mourners); Mr. S, Cohen 
‘representing the Jewish Association for the Protection of Girls and 
Women), and Mr, Julius Franklin. The Rey. E. Levine said they 
mourned the passing of one of the great women of their Community, 
She spent much of her life in works of charity and was anxious to 
promote every cause—Jewish and non-Jewish—by which she could 
help to raise and improve people's status. She played the part of the 
Lady Bountiful, and did her duty to her God and to her fellow men.

THe Rev. M. S. BOYARS (Manchester). 
\From our Correspondent. | 

The Rev. M. S. Boyars (Boyarski), whodied last week at the aga 
of sixty-one, was for overtwenty years Chazan at the Manchester 
Central Synagogue. Before coming to Manchester, he had held a 
similar post in Novaridok, Russia. He took a keen interest in all 
choral movements. He composed, many years ago, the music of the 
Manchester Talmud Torah School March, which the children, when 
entering or leaving the Schoo! premises, sing to the present day, to 
words composed by the Principal, the Rey. I. W. Slotki, M.A. He 
also trained the choir of the School, before his retirement, for the 
public demonstrations given by the boys. - He was the founder, and 
for many years Musical Director, of Hazomir Choral Society, and 
not long ago he started a similar Society at the Manchester Jewish 
Study Circles. He served on various Committees, and held office on 
the Boards of Management of the Jewish Board of Guardians, the 
Talmud Torah Schools and the Home for Aged Jews. He was one of 
the pioneers of the Zionist Movement in Manchester. The funeral 
was last Friday, when representatives of local Institutions were 
present, and the local Chazanim acted as pall-bearers. The follow- 
ing officiated: Rabbi Yoffey and the Revs. A. Krushevski, A. Newman, 
V. Schlesinger and A. Segal.

The Rev. 8S. FRAMPTON, B.A., writes: 

Alfred Moss Jackson, who passed away last week in his eighty-fourth 
year, belonged to ene of the oldest Liverpool Jewish families. For the 
greater part of his life he had been one of the leaders of the local 
Community and for many years, certainly, the lay head of my own 
Concregation. Already in 1884 he was serving as President; in 1915, 
he again accepted the Wardenship for four years and piloted the 
Concregation through a crisis, the issues of which were much 
misunderstood and misrepresented at the time. He had been a 
Manager of the Hebrew Schools for over fifty years, and for a 
considerable period held suecessively the positions of Hon. Treasurcr 
and President. In the commercial life of the city he was held in 
the very highest esteem, and to this his fellow merchants testified by 
electing him one year as President of the Produce Exchange. He was 
in constant request, even after he had retired from business, as arbitrator 
in trade disputes between members of the Exchange. Duringthe War he 
was in charge of an important section of the Red Cross Socicty to wh ch 
he gave up much of his time and also served on the Tribunal Appea's 
Committee. A keen debater, he had been President of the Philomathic 
Society, Liverpool's chief and outstanding Debating Society ; and recently 
on his completion of fifty years’ membership, the Society. honoured him 
by electing him an honorary member, I believe the first and only honor ry 
member. Fond of outdoor life, he had been a keen cricketer and often 
played in matches for Liverpool, but it was always understood that he 
would never accept an engagement to play on the Sabbath. He wasa 
man to whom one could and did go with one’s problems, personal and 
communal, and receive real guidance and help from his wise counsel. He 
retained his intellectual powers undimmed to the last; but to a man of 
his taste the failing eyesight which deprived him almost entirely of the 
power of reading must have been a trial of the greatest magnitude. But 
no one would have suspected it from his bearing, and admirable beyoad 
praise was the almost stoical courage and philosophy with which he bore 
this and other physical ailments.

No. 629.—Priestcraft. 


My Dear Cousin, 


There can be no dovbt that the teaching of the Pharisees at its 
best rises to a very high level of religion. When writers of 
authority speak of the Jews as a people high y gifted in the sphere 
of religion, they are referring to the Pharisaic contributions to the 
world’s thought, which culminated in commending the love of God 
and the love of man. Theirs was no legal burden; they experienced 
the “joy of the commandment.” The imitation of God was a 
doctrine of the Pharisees; to bring into existence the Kingdom of 
God the highest purpose of life. You will find their teaching in 
regard to holiness and purily in the pages of the Talmud and in the 
Midrash. The finest teaching contained in the New Testament 
comes from the same source. | 

jut the noblest institutions, like the noblest men, are often 
subject to decay. The Pharisees at their best could not but inspire 
the respect of mankind. But there were also those, merely Pharisees 
in name, whose conduct was reprehensible. The Rabbis themselves 
were aware of these wolves in sheep's clothing and did not shrink 
from castigating them. Seven categories of such hypocritical 
Phi: risees are mentioned in the Talmud—those who advertised their 
relig’osity; those who were for ever on the look-out to do yet 
another good deed; those who when they did evil immediately set 
about doing good by way of compensation; those who boasted that 
t' ey alwrys dc voted what little they possessed to gocd causes ; 
those who asked their friends to be sure and point out any wrong 
they had done, implying that they could not be guilly of wrong; 
those who followed in the right path either because they expected 
commensurate reward cr feared the punishment of heaven. 
Ilum n nature being what it is, hypocrites will be found in every 
soc.al group, and the Pharisees were no exception. 

ut they did not stand alone. One of the saddest Iessons of 
history is that hypocrisy and pretentiousness, appealing to the 
contidenc: of the simple, have risen to power and wealt: 
by crooked devices. Nowhere is this ilustrated to let‘er 
cffe.t than in organised religions, and the Christ an Church te Is 
many a tale of evil-doers who masqueraded as its servants. At their 
best ministers of religion deserve and receive the respect due to 
their office. They comfort mankind in distress; they ars guide, 
counsel ors and friends. In the Dark Ages they were the bulwaiks 
of civilisation, turning the hearts of savage barons to thoughts of 
mercy and loving-kindness. Their role was to stir pity, to generate 
love, to lead erring, simple men in the path of peace. Were they 
not, in the words of the ancient Hebrew Proy;het, messengers of the 
Lord of Hosts ? In many a corner of Europe, working unobtrusively 
in their own limited sphere, there were yriests of the Church (and 

tabbis too) who modelled themselves on Malachi's ideal. The love 

of truth was in their mouths, and unrighteousness was not found 
on their lips. ‘lhey walked with God in peace and uprightness and 
turned many away from iniquity. 

But there were others too, who in Milton's picturesque language 
were just “ blind mouths, that scarce themselves know how to hold 
a sheep-hook, or have learned aught else the least that to the faith- 
ful herdman’s art ‘belongs.’ These “creep and intrude and climb 
into the fold” only “ for their bellies’ sake.’ Those who care to 
read the story of the dissolution of the monasteries in this country 
—say, in the vivid narrative of Froude—will realise how at the 
beginning of the sixteenth century, men and women who were 
supposed to be teachers of Christian conduct were guilty of wicked 
abuses. They filled the Church with foul scandals; they gave 
cause for the accusation of profligacy, bribery and corruption. The 
conditions in England were exactly similar to tho-e that prevailed 
on the continent at that time. In high and low places the Clergy 
appeared to have forgotten that they were messengers of the Lord

NOTES ON THE SEDRA. 


Sabbath now", Genesis xxxii., 4—xxxvi., 43. 


AXA, 25. The contest between Jacob and bis unnamed 
opponent is one of the mysteries of the Bible about which it is 
unsafe to dogmatise. The story is narrated with extreme brevity so 
that the details which are essential to the understanding of the 
incident are omitted. That we are not told here all that happened 
is evident from the reference in Hosea xii, 5, “He had power over 
the angel and prevailed: he wept and made supplication unto him.” 
Nothing is said about weeping in the Genesis version. 

The first question to be consilered is whether. a physical 
struggle occurred or whether the story is symbelical. The latter 
alternative was adopted by Maimonides who declared that we must 
understand the passage as describing ‘a prophetic vision” and 
not an actual event (Guide II, 42). Many modern commentators 
also regard the narrative as emblematical of the internal struggle 


‘Which took place within the patriarch’s sou!. Driver, ¢.g., main- 


tains: “The story of his wrestling shows how the higher elements 


in his nature gained the ascendency over the lower elements. God 
is his real antagonist, not Esau; it is God whom his sins have 
offended, and who here comes to contest his right. These thoughts 
ani fears are, as it were, materialised in his dream.” 

\gainst the theory that no actual contest took place, Dillmann 
argues forcibly: \ It is indisputable that the wrestling with God, as 
understood by the legend, was a physical occurrence in the material 
world. The statement about Jacob's limping is more than sufficient 
to establish this. It is only entire misapprehension which can 
explain the occurrence as something purely subjective, such as a 
vivid dream, or a fervent wrestling with God in prayer.” 

On the assumption, then, that a physical contest was fought 
out, the obvious question suggests itself: What was its purpose ? 
Furthermore, why did it occur in the dead of night and just before 
Jacob and Esau were to meet? Why was the assailant so anxious 
to escape as the dawn of diy approached, and why did he refuse to 
disclose his name? Another query waich is relevant to the problem 
is the extraordinary conduct of Esau. As soon as he came face to 
face with Jacob, he embraced him and displayed the most kindly 
feelings towards him. But if his disposition had been so friendly 
from the outset, why was he accompanied by a band of four hundred 
men, a considerable force for those days and larger than the host 
assembled by Abraham for the purposes of war (xiv, 14)? 

No explanation can be deemed satisfactory which does not meet 
all these points, and none has so far been advanced. I1 venture to 
put one forward quite tentatively. The Midrash identifies the 
opponent with “the prince of Esau,” ‘.c., Esau's tutelary angel, 
whose object was to overcome Jacob and prevent him from reaching 
his father’s house. This tradition may provide us with the key to 
the solution of the problem, viz, that the opponent was Esau him. 
self. Genesis describes the attacker as W°S “aman, and only a 
later tradition, suggested by verse 31, identified him with an angel. 

Qn the hypothesis that Jacob wrestled with Esau the whole 
incident becomes clear, On hearing that Jacob was returning home, 
Esau determined to find out whether the surrender of the birth. 
right was valid or not, and whether it had the approval of Heaven. 
He resolved to prove the matter by the test of the ordeal. He 
would fight bis brother in person to ascertain if God was really on 
his side in accordance with his father’s blessing. When defeated, 
he was forced to confirm the blessing himself by telling Jacob, 
“Thou hast striven with God (i.e. in the matter of the birthright) 
and with men (i.¢. Esau) and hast prevailed.” Convinced, as the 
result of the wrestle, that Jacob was the divinely-ordained heir of 
Isaac, be greets him cordially the next morning. 

This theory does give a significant meaning to the contest. It 
explains the time of its happening and the reason why the opponent 
did not wish to be identified. An angel, in the Biblical narratives, 
would not disclose his name, as in Judges xiti,*17ff., but had no 
objection to being seen. It also accounts for the remarkable change 
in Esau’s attitude towards his brother. Jacob never discovered 
who had attacked him and believed that it had been a supernatural 
being, and therefore called the place Peniel. That interpretation 
became the tradition among the Hebrews as we see from the allusion 
in Hosea: but it makes th: story unintelligible, whereas the 
supposition that Esau fought with his brotoer gives the incident 
meaning and purpose.

An Anti-Semitic League Formed. 


Commercial and Social Boycott. 


AN ATTEMPT TO RID FOLAND OF JEWS. 
‘From our Correspondent.—WARSAW.. 


Though the anti-Jewish outrages have partly abated, especially 
at the university towns, they nevertheless continue in the provincial 
towns of Poland. In Lowicz, a large town two hours’ jouraecy from 
Warsaw. Jews had a very trying time all last week. Jewish shops 
were demolished and many Jews were injured. Egged on by student 
agitators from Warsaw, non-Jewish youths, mainly of the high 
ecbools, attacked Jews in the streets and also turned out their Jewish 
colleagues from the schools. One Jew named Mordchay Chorec is 
living in hospital very seriously injured. AntisJewish outrages also 
occurred at Sokol, where nine Jews were injured and several shop 
windows broken. Similar cases were reported from a number of 
other provincial towns, such as Lodz, Lomza, Nowogrodek, Sonow1 c, 
Pogon and Vilna, where the Jews were subjected to attacks and 
injuries. In all these cases college youtts were chiefly responsible 
for the outrages. 

In Sochatschew an attempt was made to attack Jews but the 
police energetically prevented any serious outrages. Unable to 
attack the living, the hooligans went on to the Jewish cemetery and 
there demolished sixty gravestones. Here, too, much of this disgrace- 
ful barbarous work was done by schoo! boys. 

At Poznan, formerly called Posen, students marched the s'reets 
and called out “ Death to the Jews,’ “We want Jewish Blood.” A 
few Jews were attacked and injured. Like disturbances happencd 
in Ostrow, Kowel, Rowno and other places. 


An Anti-Jewish League. 

A special Anti-Jewish League has been formed in Warsaw by 
the students who organised and started the attacks, and is gaining 
adherents all over the country with alurming rapidily. Everywhere 
there can be seen young boys and girls with the blue rib! on in their 
cap, a sign that they are outspoken anti-Semites and boycott the 
Jews. The programme of this League bas been published, and is as 
follows: 

1. Not to buy anything from Jews and never to engage a Jewish 
artisan, tailor, bootmaker, or other werker. To boycott Jewish 
doctors, lawyers and other Jewish professional men. 

2. To have no relations whatever with Jews, neither social nor 
professional. Ifa Jew is a member of an institution it is the du‘y 
of the League members to turn him out of it. 

S$. To fight without ceasing against the Jews and demand 
numerus clausus in all the Polish Universitics. 

4. To propagate the boycott of Jews everywhore, in the street, 
theatre, Crawing room and shop. 


The Boycoit Weapon. 

Judged by the events of this week the League is doing its 
work well enough. Students have been keeping guard outside 
Jewish shops in Cracow and turning away non-Jewish customers. At 
Vilna women marched sbout tle town and turned ont customers 
from warehouses and shop;. Even school children are eogaged in 
the boycott. Boys and girls of ten are seen wearing the blue ribbon 
and doiog their “ daily good turn” by throwing a stane at a Jew or 
breaking the window cf a Jewish shop. 

In several cases the school authoritics try to stop this work. 
In others they do not mind it and let the boys do as they are asked 
by the anti-Semitic students travelling about t e country and 
organising the League's membership. 

If this work is allowed ‘to go on without any check from the 
authorit es, Polish Jew.y is in danger of suffering from a boycott 
similar to that organised by the same anti-Semitic party immediately 
before the War. Jews then suffered great hardships and enormous 
moral and material loss. 

The Univers.tics, which have b2en closed for nearly a fortnight, 
are to b> re-opened to-morrow. Every Dean has issued a epecial 
call to the students asking them to refrain from any disturbances 
which would causa the Universities to be closed again. The 
re-opening is awaited with great anxiety. The central authorities 
of the Jewish students’ organisations, have also issued a proclama- 
tion to their metabers asking them to return to work and not to stay 
away. “Jews"--ends the proclamation—“ must insist on obtaining 
their rights, guaranteed to them by the Polish Constitution.” 


Political Significance of the Disorders. 

.The opinion is held in certain quarters in Poland that the 
present attacks on the Jews is in reality a well thought-out plan for 
smashing the present government of virtual dictatorship. The 
Social Democrats, it is believed, are quite willing to make use of 
the auti-Jewish sentiment of the masses, in a strategic move whereby 
the Government, which wi!l b2 forced to make efforts to protect the 


Jews, will be able to be accused of being pro-Jewish, and {), 
to itself still further popular odium. Those who cons)!. 
be the case are convinced that the anti-Jewishness at , 
violently expressed is merely a tactical step in the politic,| 
and bas no permanent s gnificance in Polish politics.

“ Since the nation was 
by priests, men of the highest 
character were chosen for that purpose. These 
were instructed, not merely for their sacerdotal 
functions. but also for their judicial and govern- 
mental duties. They were to be the guardians of 
law and morality. \t is for this reason that the Jews 
have never had a king, but appoint as ruler the 
wisest and ablest of these priests. They call him 
High Priest and regard him as bearer of the Divine 
commands which he announces at the public 
assemblies (ecclesia) and other meetings. In this 
matter the Jews are so credulous that they fall to 
the ground and adore the High Priest when he 
interprets the Divine message.”’ 

Since Hecatzwus could not have had a translation 
of the Bible before him, he must have been in- 
formed by some Greek-speaking Jew. His informant 
obviously had a very poor knowledge of Jewish 
History, but his information about his own time 
seems more accurate. The absence of a King, the 
supremacy of the High Priest and the veneration 
accorded to him, the presence of a Court of Priests 
whose functions were judicial and governmental, 
are all facts relating to contemporary history. 

The author of The Letter of Aristeas (writen 
about the middle second century B.c,£., but quotes 
Hecatzeus and used other older material) seems to 
have known the saying: ‘ Make a fence to the 
Torah.’ In paragraph 139 we read: “ Now our 
Lawgiver, being a wise man and specially endowed 
by God to understand all things, took a com- 
prehensive view of each particular detail, and 
fenced us round with impregnable ramparts and 
walls of iron, that we might not mingle at all with 
‘any of the other nations, but remain pure in body 
and soul.” 

The Book of Ben Sira (Ecclesiasticus) throws 
much light on the conditions prevailing in Palestine 
It shows that the 
spiritual life of the Jew was fully developed and

The J'orah, the Prophets and the 
other Books of the Fathers” (:.e., if not 
all, of the Hagiographa) were taught by Seribies, 
who were recruited from all classes of the people.

The Scribe, however, is quite different, and the 
next chapter continues with the following account 
of his activities: 

Not so he that applieth himself to the fear of 
God 

And to set his mind upon the Law of the Most 
High ; 

Who searcheth out the wisdom of the Ancients 

And is occupied with the Prophets of old, 

Who heedeth the discourses of men of renown 

‘And entereth into the deep things of parables, 

Searcheth out the hidden meaning of proverbs 

And is conversant with the dark sayings of 
para bles(7). 

From the above comparison and description we 
see that the Scribe occupied himself with the work 
of justice and of the study and teaching of the Law, 
Prophets,. and Proverbs and Parables (/agio- 
grapha) ; in other words, with the activities ascribed 
to the Men of the Great Synagogue.. 

Krochmal(8) and Frankel(9) definitely state that 
the “ Great Synagogue " was composed of Scribes, 
Dr. Travers Herford(10) independently came to the 
conclusion that the Scribes form the key to the 
term: Men of the Great Synagogue.” He 
cogently puts forward the theory that a Council 
of Sopherim was called together from time to time 
to decide religious questions. Since each individual 
Scribe would not expound the Torah entirely 
according to his own judgment, there must have been 
some means of consultation of the Scribes with 
each other, and there must have been some gentral 
authority whose decision would be recognised as 
final. Otherwise Ezra’s reforms would have failed, 
We can, therefore, reasonably assume that the 
Men of the Great Synagogue were Scribes who 
might have come from any phase of society, whether 
Priest or layman, nobleman or commoner(!t), 

There is another Talmudic tradition (Berachoth 
33a), which dechares that “the Men of the Great 
Synagogue instituted for Isracl the blessings and 
prayers (Teffloth) and the blessings for Kiddush 
and Habdalah.” This activity with Ben 
Sira’s description of the piety of the Scribe, who 


is declared to be one 


‘Who openeth his mouth in prayer, 

And maketh supphcation for his sins ’’(12). 

It seems a natural corollary that since the scribe 
was the teacher of the people he should be looked 
upon as the leader in prayer. It is accepted by 
most authorities that the Synagogue was developed 
from the time of Ezra onwards. With the growth 
of this institution a new liturgy was established, 
which is the basis of our present Prayer Book. Dr, 
Travers Herford states (Pharisaism, p. 81): ** Who- 
ever first devised the form of the Synagogue 
Service came upon one of the fundamentals of the 
spiritual nature of man, made one of the discov- 
eries which determine the future development of 
the race for all times.” It early became the 
custom to recite the Shema in the Second Temple, 
With the spread of the knowledge of the Torah and 
the consequent strengthening of the religious 
feeling amongst the people, prayer was used in

According to some schelars the most probable 
explanation ‘of this parallelism is that Pen Sira 
quotes from an earlier form of liturgical prayer. 
We have a still more striking parallel in the Psalm 
cf Ben Nira near the end of the Hebrew text of the 
Book.(17) Here we read many familiar phrases 
of the Amidah, such as, “ Give thanks to tre Gcd 
. « The Redeemer of Israel . . . thet 
cathereth the outcasts of Israel . . . that buildeth 
His City and His sanctuary... that maketh a 
l.orn to sprout for the house of David... Give 
thanks unto the shield of Abraham . . . the Rock 
of Isaac, the Mighty One of Jacob . . . that hath 
chosen Zion. ... 

Some scholars think that the Psalm is not a 
genuine part of the original Ben-Sira, but that it 
originally existed in an older independent form 
and was later, though before 153 B.c:8.,. inserted 
in the Book. Whether this theory or the Psalm’s 

uthenticity in the text be correct, its antiquity 

is admitted by all scholars, and it is also agreed 
that it imitated some original prayer. This 
praver, in the opinion of competent scholars, was 
the Amidah.(18) 

The concluding portion of the Talmudic Statement 
ascribes the institution of the blessings of Kiddush 
and Habdalah to the Great Synagogue. Dr. Israel 
Abrahams shows how in olden times wine was often 
used as the symbol of joy in various Jewish cere- 
monies.(19) The Sabbath and Festivals, as days 
of delight, would appropriately be sanctified with 
wine. The ceremonies of Kiddush and Habdalah 
were considered old-established already in the time 
of the Schools of Hillel and Shammai, who only 
discuss the order of the blessings and not their 
institution.(20) . They undoubtedly date back to 
very ancient times and may be considered amongst

A most im portant phase of the activities attn- 
buted to the Great Synagogue was the early 
development of the Oral Law in the Haggada ard 
Halacha, ‘This is indicated by such a passage as 
in Megillah 10b, which states: “This matter Is a 
tradition which we have recetved from the Men 
of the Great Synagogue that wherever it is said 
(in the Bible) ‘ And it came to pass, the phrase 
implies some calamity.” The early teachers of 
the Torah, that is the Scribes, undoubtedly followed 
the example of the great public reading of the 
Torah, which is described in Nehemiah, chap. vii, 
where we are told that “ They read in the Book, 
in the Law of God, distinctly and they cave the 
sense and caused them to understand the reading.” 
We have already seen from Ben Sira that the 
Scribe wes not only one who studied the Torah, 
tut was.also one “who heedeth the discourses 
of men of renown and entereth into the deep things 
of parables.’ In other words, the Scribes were 
also versed in Oral Tradition. They did not merely 
read and translate the Scriptures, but explained 
and interpreted them. Dr. R. Marcus(23) has 
shown how in early non-canonical books such as 
Ren Sire, Tobit, The Letter of Aristeas, and the 
Books of Maccatees we can trace the progressive 
expansion of the Oral Law. From these tooks 
we see that there already existed in the early 
second century B.C.E. many traditions which are 
accepted as binding in the later Tannaitic literature. 
These oral teachings would not have become so 
widely accepted unless they had been authori- 
tatively taught by recognised teachers, 

From the foregoing account of the main activities 
of the Men of the Great. Assembly we can see how 
the words of Aboth accurately describe their policy, 
As Taylor so aptly puts it, “ Their work was to 
define, to teach and develop the Torah.’’(24) 

Much has been written against the idea of a 
“fence of the Law.” It has been criticised as 
cramping the development of Judaism. The actual 
fact is the exact contrary. This idea is the basis 
of the main constructive features of the work of 
the Great Synagogue, and forms the keynote of 
traditional Judaism, Jt aims not only at protecting 
the principles of the Torah, but also at ensuring 
the progress of Judaism along purely Jewish lines, 
Based on this idea, our Jewish life in Synagogue, 
school, and home was built up. By the institution 
of the first elements of our liturgy, the foundations 
of congregational worship were laid, By the 
teaching of the Torah, the Men of the Great 
Synagogue established a system of education, 
and by the introduction of ceremonial into the 
home they brought the joy of Judaism into the 
family circle. “The Fence of the Law” has not 
only preserved Judaism, but it has kept Jewish 
life active, vigorous and constructive. | 

After having reviewed the main work of the Great

publishing houses. Russian and German, perhaps, 
counted a good cle il in the orice s of this hurnour., 
with a definite sprinkling of Yiddish motives and 
Americo-Enclish mannerisms. The fire classic wit 


of the French was apparently not blunt enough 
for transliteration. Naturally, there were excep- 
tions to the rule. Publications outside Palestine 
persisted in their endeavour to maintain a purely 
Jewish style in Hebrew humour, and the process 
was being perfected with the passing of the years, 


A humorous periodical of recent years issued 
in Palestine was Darban, published by the pro- 
prietors of Doar ha-Yom,. \t was a definite attempt 
to attain a purely Hebrew standard in humour, 
There were others, of course, and soon the literary 
sp ere was counting these newcomers upon more 
than the digits of one hand. Hebrew publications 
—daily, weekly, monthly, quarterly and periodicals, 
general and technical—are now legion. One of the 
latest efforts at a humorous paper has been 
Hatzchok Laughter”), an anonymous publica- 
tion emanating from Tel-Aviv, but apparently the 
effort of Palestine workingmen. 

As it is, most of such periodicals and publica- 
tions were not absclutely. and essentially Hebrew 
in content, for there was still a smattering of foreign 
influence. But, then, extraneous circumstances will 
have a definite effect upon Jewish life until the 
generations thet arise after us shall free themselves, 
and acquire the absolute Hebrew mode and ex- 
pression now germinating. 


The Hebrew nespaper has, however, been playing 
a far larger part in the evolution of such a Hebrew 
absolutism than may be known. The up-to-date 
methods of Palestinian journalism have brought

as bla sphemy every effort at re-interpretation. 
This charge is not half as amusing as it is untrue, 
Interpretation in Judaism has been not only a 
privilege but a duty. It is through interpretation 
and re-interpretation that the Bible has remaincd 
a book of life. From the first Midrash, through 
the philosophical works of the middle ages down to 
the commentaries of our own time, from Midrash 
Rabbah to Samson Raphael Hirsch and Malbim, a 
thousand interpretations have been offered, each 
striking a new note, each offering @ new nuarce, 
each welcomed asa new contribution tothe Torah,(2) 
We never hear of any Jew being read out of the 
Synagogue because of such interpretation. On the 
basis of the acceptance of “ Torah min hasha- 
mayim”’ (Revelation), freedom has been allowed

in theit train a livening up in the format and style 
of the paper. News, both local and overseas, is 
presented with a vivacity and detail that vies, if 
not in appearance then in manner, With the news- 
pages of the European and American Press; the 
editorial comments, always topical, are shrewd and 
to the point, whether dealing with local politics 
(and there are sufficient partisan groups denivened 
in the country to warrant such politics, excluding 
the Government, always the butt of recrimination) 
or with foreign affairs, but the real cream of the 
newspaper may be derived from its literary supple- 
ments. ‘Lhe literary standard is unusually high, 
and to this even the British officials have affirmed, 
although they depend upon verbal translations for 
the most part. An Innovation was witnessed when 
Doar ha-Yom issued a fourteen page edition, the 
first of such size published by any Palestinian daily 
newspapercompany. Haaretz and Darar (the Labour 
daily) have their regular weekly literary sections, 
of fiction, poetry and belles-lettres. ‘The Friday 
editions of the three Hebrew dailies replace the 
Sunday editions of American newspapers. There 
are established columns and features in art, 
literature, scienve, research, and regular feuilletons 
that are greatly appreciated by the readers. A 
not unenviable notoriety was gained about a year 
ago by one of these weekly feuilletonists, when, 
without malice aforethought, he quoted a classical 
anecdote originally fathered by the late Mr. Joseph 
Chamberlain that ultimately became the casus 
belli of a virulent agitation by the Christian com- 
munity and a cause cé/ebre in Palestine legal annals. 


A new trend has now emerged from the welter 
of tendencies in this humour—a politico-humorous 


discussion of current affairs both subtle and pene-. 


trating, 


to individual ingenuity. Fundamentelism among 
the Protestant non-Jewis' friends of the Bible rests 
on the Authorised Version (prepared by Gentile 
Scholars of the Lith century) or some other trans- 
lation of the origine! Hebrew text and of the 
so-called New Testament, every letter of which 
translation or mistranslation they consider divine 
truth. Such fundamentalism is un-Jewish. But 
if Jewish Fundamentalism implies loyalty to such 
Jewish fundamentals as faith in God, in Revelation, 
in the binding character of Jewish Law, then every 
good Jew is a Fundamentalist. 


A large number of Jews consider Orthedox 
Judaism as out of touch with modern times, Never 
did they err more profoundly. Jewish law develops 
through application of precedent to new conditions, 
exactly as English or American law does, The 
Responsa of the Rabbis, dealing with modern 
questions (for which the loyal Jew seeks the answer 
of the Lord), keep the Jew en rapport with changes 


in his environment, and with the problems of to-day | 
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andto-morrow. These Responsa accompany Jewish 
jife all through history, and help the Jew to live 
with the Torah as with a law which is ever alive, 
fresh and clear with every new question and 
answer. Just as re-interpretation has given Jewish 
literature the best of Greek thought and the essence 
of Hegel and Kant, so, through application of 
precedent to new conditions, has Jewish practice 
remained vital and creative.(3) 


Judeism is in advance of our time, not only in 
its prophetic dream of the days when nation will 
not lift up sword against nation, but especially also 
in its social and marital legislation. “Torah wm 
Derech Eretz.” the combination of the Judaic ideal 
with modern methods of transmission, has been a 
time-hallowed pestulate of Judaism. 


The main disabilitv of Orthodox Judaism lies 


in the fact that it is—in many communities— 


larzely unknown in theory, and rarely séen in fair 
operation.(4) Orthodox Judaism is not to be 
identitied with Ghetto conditions. It claims no 
inherent kinship with inefficiency or lack of articu- 
lation. It does not deny or reject anything that 


s good beautiful in modern’ culture. 
Its createst handicap is the profound ignor- 
ence as to its character, function, and destiny 
prevailing in the mind of the modern Jewish youth. 
To the overwhelming majority orthodoxy is asso- 
ciated with unsightly mass habitation. Torah- 
true synagogues are associated with a lack of 
decorum, a pulpit empty of a message for the 
youth, and a profound disability to understand or 
to deal with the problems facing Jewry in this 
country. 


Such weaknesses are due not to Orthodoxy but 
to the Orthodox Jew. They are the results not of 
orthodox Jewish teaching or living, but of Tsarist 
oppression, sweatshop conditions and the average 
plight of the immigrant. Fundamentally and 
enduringly let us distinguish between Orthodoxy 
as a system of life and the present panorama of 
Orthodox Jews in such places as America. That 
conditions’ have been improving is well-known. 
That the orthodox Jew is arousing himself, is 
becoming increasingly felt. But Orthodoxy is 
neither responsible for nor to be associated with 
the Orthodox Jew. 


What then is Orthodoxy ? Orthodoxy is the 
expression of the genuine historical faith of Israel, 
based upon the Torah, the Bible, the teaching of 
the Rabbis. Orthodoxy is the Jewish expression 
of Judaism, Orthodoxy embraces worship and 
charity, public righteousness and private devotion, 
social service and individual purity. Judaism is 
based on the assumption that ideas must be made 
tangible for man to reslise them. Hence, Revela- 
tion (Exodus xx) is followed by Legislation (Exodus 
xx1). The great ideals tauchtin the Torah cannot 
be translated into life, unless their message is 
brought home. ‘The religious idealism of the Torah 
would remain vague and remote, unless the people 
are triined to consult their ideal interests as of 
essential importance.(5) 


Ceremonies, symbolising profound spiritual truth, 
are part of the method of Judzism. What to the 
uniniitated seems to be a maze of legislative devices, 
is but the blessing of a system of life, so arranged 
as to attune us to the highest ideals of man, to 
accustom us, by the humanitarian exercises of 
Mitzvah, to look for the ideal rather than the 
material, to look upon all humanity rather than 
upon a single clan, and upon the whole of Jewish 
history rvther than upon a narrow local scene. 


What does Torah-true Judaism offer to Israel ? 
(I.) To Israel it still represents the single guarantee 
of a national survival through the survival of the 
national ideal. Jewish life, the life in the law, is 
the commentary to Judaism, without which it 
remains a book with seven seals. Jewish life is the 
preserving form of Judaism, without which in 


many instances within our historical experience, 


Judaism has unfailingly disappeared.

character of Judaism and its history, that he be 
familiar with his own duties, both collective and 
individual. If he lives in accordance with this 
teaching, being trained through the ceremonies, 
he receives unparalleled and unintermittent ethical 
guidance. The self-same law teaches him his duty 
toward Godand Man. The self-same Torah teaches 
him that there is no safer way to God than through 
social righteousness, no way towards the salvation 
of man but through loyalty to the laws of God. 
Pre-nuptial purity is no occasion for self-righteous- 
ness, it is just loyalty to the behest of Jewish law. 
Honesty in business is no achievement, it is 4 
minimum contribution to social welfare as demanded 
by Jewish law.(6) 

(111.) That the ceremonies may not become either 
stale or meaningless, Talmud Torah, the study of 
the Torah, has been enjoined as a sine qua non of 
Jewish life. It is for this reason that beth grey 
theory and mere accumulation of knowledge are 
frowned upon. education .is a tfaining 
in character.(7) Judaism keeps the Jew striving 
toward -the consummation of his ideal.

In spite of all the ingenuity of our rationally 
analytic minds, it has not been possible to explain 
away this fact that Judaism, as expressed in Jewish 
life, has shown the one most potent survival value 
in history. 

What does Torah-true Judaism offer to the 
individual Jew of to-day? Has it a message of 
particular sivnificance for his private salvation, an 


efficient and ennobling answer to his personal 


problems ? 


How does it affect his adolescent years, how 
promote his spiritual growth, how secure for him 
happiness, peace, a feeling of dignity, of worthwhile 
life 

Through Jewish education it offers the youth an 
early training in the classic texts of the Bible, and 
acquaintance with the heroic life of the great hearts 
and minds of our history. 


Judaism teaches that God is interested in every 


man and in every part of man.(8) Hence, the 
whole of life is raised to a high level of importance 
and responsibility. Through the Jewish environ- 
ment Judaism refines the character of the Jew in 
direet proportion to individual loyalty. Through 
synagogue and school, through Palestinian memo- 
ries and hopes, through invistence on our labour for 
the upbuilding of our Homeland, the Jew is kept 
in contact with the timeless ambition of Israel, 
with its national life and its cosmopolitan hope 
that the day will come on which Israel will see his 
faith vindicated, the goal of his national history 
achieved, having struggled and marched through 
the ages and having led through terror and con- 
tempt to the gradual humanisation of humanity. 

The Messianic ideal, as implied in the Abrahamic 
covenant,(9) as expressed in the prophets, as 
endorsed by the Rabbis, is the final Neginah of 
Judaism, played on the harp of Humanity. 

Orthodoxy offers to the Jew the full radiation 
of Judaism. The Torah, the law of life, brings 
every aspect of life under its ennobling influence. 
Just as insistence on the dietary laws teaching the 
sacredness of every human function is a force for 
Godliness, just as Jewish purity laws imply the 
noblest significance of propagation, so does the 
human scene clothe itself with streneth and beauty 
as it is enveloped in the spirit of a religion that calls 
all life sacred. 

Hans Driesch(10) has taught us of hate to look 
upon everything as a totality. In another sphere, 
Spinoza, despite his Bible criticism, ré-echoes the 
Jewish postulate to view everything from the 
aspect of eternity. So does Judaism. the life- 
programme of the Jew, include social justice and 
personal devotion. Thus is Judaism righteousness, 
but more than righteousness. Thus does Judaism 
insist on intelligent faith, but on more than logical

Torah has disappeared. The main asset of the 
Torah to the modern mind is the exceeding work 
ability of its programme for the future. Among 
the teachings contained in that much assailed but 
little known code, the Shulchan Aruch,(11) | would 
fain single out three or four to indicate how con- 
formity to the sheer paragraph of Jewish low will 
offer the most satisfactory solution of outstanding 
modern problems. I mean industrialisation, the 
growing dissatisfaction with marriage, the problem 
touching employer and employee, and youns 
Wellschmerz.

Hiow can we solve the problem? What is its

Without the consciousness of the sacred function 
of our vital forees, man’s married love is a degraded 
aflair, With it, it holds prospects of great beauty. 
And lest by a sudden gust of passion or the inert 
brutality of the thoughtless, that ethical strength 
be withdrawn and thus all splendour fade from love- 
life, the Tcrth has appointed the ceremony. to 
keep guard at the entrance to the home of love, 
so that man may respect the frontier, that woman 
may ever again consecrate herself to the fullness 
of her love. The ceremony of the immersion 
(Tevilah) is bat an outward symbol of an inward 
glory, but it is the outward form which holds all 
the inward worth. . 

In one of his tine plays, John Galsworthy portrays 
the arch capitalist, bent on absolute preservation 
of feudalism, and the arch Socialist, blind follower 
of doctrine. Both are defeated.(13) In the past, 
strikes have been a fight to the finish leaving in 
their trail brokea fortunes, the ery for revenge, a 
stealthy waiting for a new opportunity to crush 
the new victorious opponent. Of late, however, 
a new idea seems to gain ground. Arbitra- 
tion is the ery of the day. A learned judge has 
proclaimed arbitration the solution of industrial 
problems, and he who invented it and provided 
its machinery the greatest benefactor of modern 
man. If he were to look up that old-fashioned 
book, the Shulchan Aruch, he would be magnifi- 
cently surprised. He would read its paragraphs 
dealing with social legislation and among them he 
would find solutions of mooted questions, which 
would feed his humanitarian impulses and satisfy 
his intellect. He would see the labourer’s rights 
protected and even the poor capitalist receiving 
his share of fair treatment. But, above all, he 
would find that arbitration has been a matter of 
Jewish law, a matter of Jewish practice for hundreds 
of years, contained in the paragraphs of the 
Shulchan Aruch, and in the countless volumes of 
the Responsa. Unhappily the modern Jew, and 
especially the Torah-true Jew, by permitting 
himself to be confined to one or two aspects of 
Judaism, has neglected his message to the world, 
and limited the teachings and the potentialities 
of the Torah.

If the Messiah spirit were more living and real 
among us, we would battle for some league of 
nations with at least that fervour and determination 
which are now spent in ephemeral fads. If in 
conformity with Jewish law we studied our texts 
with that devotion and energy which we seem 
more apt to give to Indian legends, Gypsy rhymes, 
or Chinese folk-lore, we would appreciate with 
Bergson that Judaism, to be underatool, must be 
seen from within. If we read the chapter: of 
Jewish philosophers touching the values of cere- 
monies, we would wita Havelock Ellis/14) 
that ceremony is the one indication of profound 
culture, the one single way to fructify individual 
endeavour and to render beautiful collective 
living.

If we are earnest about the Jewish question we 
realise that its solution lies with us. Anti-Semitism, 
intolerance, are Gentile problems.

The Cry of the Agunot.

‘leretofore Jewish life knew as Agunot women who were 


eitier deserted by their husbands or else women whose husbands 
were missing” in the war or lost in some citastroph> without 
i-iaite evidence being available which could bea construed as 
positive proof of their death. These Agunot were doomed to a 
py tiiul life, undivorced and so unable to re-marry. 

fhe war and the intolerable immigration restrictions have 
provuced a new type of Agunot, separated from their husbands by 
imniugeation restrictions in the United States. Their husbands, 


often newly-wed, would be only too happy to join their brides, but 
are barred by the American immigration laws. Thus there are 
hundreds of Jewish Agunot in Poland, whose husbands although 


American citizens are unable to obtain visas for their wives. There 

iso hundreds of Agunot in the United States, who married 
Vvolish or Lithuanian young men and who are separated from their 
husbands by the quota regulations. 


These Agunot both in America and Poland have now decided 
to unite into an organised society in order to fight for their marital 
happiness. Theydo not want to remain the victims of the economic 
crsis in America with its inhuman immigration policy. “Give us 
husbands!” is the cry set up by the American Agunot, 
who have sent a delegation to Washington. “We want to be 
re-united with oue husbands,” is the echo of their unfortunate 
sis'crs in Poland, who submitted to President Hoover numerous 
memoranda, and have just now sent a delegate to Washington. 

Just as unenviable is the fate of the husbands on both sides of 
the Atlantic. There are over a thousand such husbands of American 
girls in Poland alone. They, too, have organised themselves to 
defend their rights. The Jewish Community promised to intervene 
in \ashington on their behalf, especially as they are backed by the 
fact that all these husbands are to be provided for by their “ in-laws" 
anu will pot become a charge or a burden to the country, 


Food Parcels to Russia. 
[COMMUNICATED. | 


The London Federation of Jewish Relief Organisations has now 
con pleted arrangements with the Russian authorities for the issuing 
of food parcels to individuals in Russia from the Government stores. 
Delivery of the food supplies will be made on the authorisation of 
the Federation's representatives in Russia. Four types of standard 
parcels have been arranged, containing the most vital necessities, 
such as flour, cereals, sugar, rice, butter, tea, oil, soap, etc., and 
ranging in price from 16s. to £5 2s. per parcel. There are no duties 
or any other charges to be paid, and the number of parcels which 
can be sent through the Federation to any individual is unlimited, 
Thanks to the special low prices granted to the Federation by the 
authorities, the beneficiary receives three times as much food as he 
Would in a parcel of the same price sent from this or any other 
country, It should be noted that the Federation parcels cannot be 
purchased locally by individuals in Russia. They can only be 
Obtained on instructions given by the Federation's representative. 
The Federation has already made a test as to the working of this 
new scheme, which has proved most satisfactory. Many letters of 
thanks have been received from beneficiaries expressing their appre- 
ciation of this form of relief. ‘The Federation trusts that all who 
have relatives or friends in Russia will utilise this service for help-

American Jewish Congress. 


Ninth Annual Session. 


[From our Correspondent.—New York.) 

The Ninth Annual Session of the American Jewish Congress 
was held at the Hotel Benjamin Franklin, in Philadelphia, before 
representatives of Jewish organisations end communities through- 
out the country. 

In his presidential address, Mr. Bernard S. Dautsch took to task 
the statement made recently by Mr. Bernard Shaw that “the world 
has made its peace with the Jew, but the Jew refuses to make peaca 
with the world.’ He pointed out that ill-will, hatred and violence 
was still being perpetrated against our people throughout the world. 
The world had not made its peace with the Jew, though the Jew was 
but too anxious to make his peace with the world. 

Speaking of the experience of the Jews during the past few 
years, Mr. Deutsch said that the lesson that emerged was that Jewish 
life must be better organised, that their ranks must be closed more 
eflectively against the attacks of the enemy, that their weapons of 
self-defence must be more skilfully forged. Jewish life to-day must 
be re-shaped, re-moulded, imbucd with a new spirit. They must 
create a new psychology, a new viewpoint, more dignified, more 
self-reliant, more constructive. They must not only defend them. 
selves against destructive forces from without, butalso against the 
destiuctive forces from within. They must strengthen the founda- 
tions, both physical and spiritual, of Jewish life everywhere. 

Mr. Deutsch made an urgent plea for the convening of a World 
Jewish Congress which would take up the problems confronting 
Jewish life throughout the world and apply itself to their solution. 

Dr. Stephen S. Wise, Honorary President of the Congress, also 
urgcd the convi ning of the World Jewish Cougress. there was 
ouly one problem before them in respect to such a Congress. Could 
it help? Would it serve the highest interests of the Jewish people ? 
The American Jewish Congress was, above all, to deal with this 
question, 

Mr. Bernard G. Richards, Executive Director of the Congress, 
urged the importance of continuing their efforts along more con- 
structive lines. “ The visible walls of the ghetto have fallen and 
the invisible walls of the spirit have not yet risen. The new foun- 
dations of our larger communal organisations will be laid only with 
the advent of a new spirit and sense of communal responsibility as 
well as greater readiness to think fearlessly, speak freely and 
compose our differences on the basis of truth and courage.” 

Rabbi Samuel Wohl delivered an address on Jewry in Soviet 
Russia. He stated that anti-Semitism exists in Russia, in the 
factories, in the villages, in the towns, but since it: manifestatious 
were frequent, overworked officials could not be bothered, they 
became irritated; so matters continued as they were. Dr. 5. 
Margoshes, Editor of the Day, also spoke on Russia. 

Rabbi J. X. Cohen spoke of the economic discrimination against 
the Jew in the United States and stated that the economic depression 
had sharply intensified the handicap against the Jewish worker. 


European Jewry. 

Dr. Joseph Tenenbaum, Chairman of the Executive Committee 
painted a dark picture of the position of the Jew in Europe. 

Rabbi Max Raisin, speaking of the situation of the Jews in 
Germany, said that the anti-Semitism which has become the 
dominant passion of a large part of the German people since the 
War is of a coaree fibre and lays no special claim to leing a social 
philosophy. 

Other speakers were, Mr. Z. Tygel, on “The Pres‘nt Status of 
the Jews in Poland,” Dr. Mordecai Soltes on * Discrimination 
Against the Jew in Colleges,” Hon. George Z. Medalie, Leo Wolfson, 
Abraham Go!dberg, Congressman Nathan D. Perlman, Louis Lipsky 
and Emmanuel Neumann. 

A detailed review of the present situation of the Jews in Europe 
was presented by the Administrative Committee. The situation of 
the Jews in Germany was seen as a source of special anxiety. In 
Poland, a ray of hope was seen in the fact that the Polish Parliament 
has passed a bill abolishing the Ozarist restrictions for the Jews, 
but, unfortunately, little else was done by the Government 
to alleviate the deplorable conditions in which the three million 
Jews there found themselves. In Roumania, the activities against 
the Jewish population continue unabated and perhaps with 
even greater intensity. The Roumanian authorities have not 
suppressed the venomous anti-Semitic agitation with any degree of 
effectiveness. In Soviet Russia the Jewish situation during the 
past year seemed to have undergone some measure of improve- 
ment. So far as Palestine was concerned, the Congress continued 
to keep in close touch with the situation and was ready at all times 
to employ its influence to uphold the Jews’ inalienable right to 
Palestine as their National Homeland. In regard to the United 
States, anti-Semitism was noticed in employment and in the 
Colleges. Unusually difficult had coe the position of Jewish 

didates for admission to medical schools. 
er It was decided that the Congress would make a concentrated 
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effort during the coming year to enlist the co-operation of municipal 
and State authorities and leaders in civic life in establishing a 
medical school in New York City under State auspices, to which 
students will be admitted on merit. 

Resolutions were adopted by the Congress calling upon 
the Polish Government to fulfil its obligations which stipulate 
complete equality and justice to all elements of the population ; 
viewing with alarm the spread of anti-Semitism in Germany and 
expressing its coufidence in the ability and will of the German 
Government to suppress attacks on the Jews ; calling upon American 
Jews to support the work for the upbuilding of Palestine. 

Dr. Stephen S. Wise was re-elected Honorary President and Mr. 
Bernard S. Deutsch, President.

Dr. Weizmann in Holland. 
> 
ZIONIST DEMONSTRATION. 


i\From our Correspondent. ~AMSTERDAM. | 


The occasion of Dr. Weizmann’s visit to Holland last week was 
characterised by remarkable demonstrations of enthusiasm for the 
Zionist ideal by large sections{of Dutch Jewry, and the huge 
capacity of the Concert Gebouw in Amsterdam was taxed .to its 
utrnost to accommodate the vast audience gathered there to welcome 
the ex-President of the. Zionist World Organisation. In sketching 
world position to-day, Dr. Weizmann said that their 
sufferings in marty countries had reached the high water mark. 
He called their attention to the imtolerable position of their 
co-religionists in countries like Russia and Poland. In Russia, 
altempts were being made to’ stamp out every vestige of Jews and 
Judaism. The position in Poland was no less disheartening, and 
the methods adopted in the persecution of their brothers in faith 
there beggared description. Ia this world crisis no section of the 
population suffered to the extent that the Jews did. The only hope 
for the future of Jewry was in the rebuilding of Palestine as 
their homeland. Success there would reflect to the good in the 
position of their co-religionists beyond the borders of Eretz Yisrael. 
lor this reason, said Dr. Weizmann, be came to Holland with the 
full conviction that he could rely upon the utmost co-operation of 
his co-religionists in that country towards the realisation of the ideal 
underlying Zionist effort. 

Press Conference. 


Prior to his departura for the Hague, where he also addressed a 
large gathering, Dr. Weizmann received(members of the Press. In 
the course of the interview Dr. Weizmann said that the position of 
the Jews in Palestine was less critical than elsewhere, but it was 
never heless dependent upon outside financial assistance. Asked 
what influence, if any, the Round Table Conference was likely to 
have on the Zionist Movement, Dr. Weizmann replied that he felt 
the Conference had doubtless succeeded in strengthening the Arab 
conscience, but too much significance must not be attached to this:

Anglo-Palestinian Club, 
COLONEL KISCH ON CURRENT PROBLEMS. 

Lieut.-Colonel F. H. Kisch, C.B.E., D.S.O. (formerly of the 
Executive of the Jewish Agency), lectured on “ Some Reminiscences 
of Palestine,” at a meeting of the Anglo-Palestinian Club, at the 
First Avenue Hotel, High Holborn, on Wednesday evening. Mrs. 
Dugdale (niece of the late Lord Balfour) presided. 

Colonel Kiscu said that the tisk of the British Official in 
Palestine was an exceedingly difficult one. They naturally saw 
it always from their Jewish, Zionist, point of view, but there 
were other factors which had to ba taken into consideration. 
Referring to the settlements, Colonel Kisch said that now, in almost 
every settlement in Palestine they had one centralised building, 
solidly constructed, in which women and children could be gathered 
together for the purposes of security in the event of at'ack. On 
the subject of Jewish-Arab relations, he said that this question 
bad only recently been discovered by many prominent Zionists in 
the Diaspora who, perhaps, were not sufliciently aware of the fact 
that like the poor the problem had been with them continually in 
Palestine. From‘the point of view of Jewish interests, said Col. 
Kisch, it was desirable to raise and improve the standard of th + Arabs 
as neighbours. As competitors they wished to raise the standard 
of life of the Arab worker. If they did not do this it must have 
the effect of dragging down the standard of life of the Jewish worker. 
The only solution to the problem of fair wages and a decent standard 
of life for their immigrant workers in Palestine, would be found when 
they had raised the social standard of the Arab worker. They ought 
also to seek friendship and understanding with the Effendis, but this 
was exceedingly difficult in. the present situation, for it was an 
unfortunate fact that the present Chief of the Moslem Hierarchy 
was a bitter opponent of the British policy in Palestine. The 
other factor which constituted a great diflicully in improving 
Jewish-Arab relations lay in the nature of the Fellahin, who were 
exceedingly backward in civilisation; from time to time crimes 
were committed which made it exceedingly difficult to carry outa 
policy of rapprochement. These difficulties, said Col, Kisch, would 
only be overcome slowly with enlightenment and education. This 
was one of the reasons why he had always urged the Government to 
spend more ‘money on Arab education. Immigration was the life 
blood of their work in Palestine, and Zionists throughout the world 
should assist the Yishub and the Executive in Palestine in creating 
opportunities and openings for absorbing new immigrants.

The New High Commissioner. 


ARRIVAL IN JERUSALEM. 


The new High Commissioner, General Sir Arthur Wauchope, 
arrived at the Jerusalem Station on Friday morning last. He was 
met by some of the high officials, headed by the Acting High Com. 
missioner, Mr. Young, who has now resumed his duties as Chief 
Secretary. Military honours were accorded to the new High Com- 
missioner and aeroplanes circled round the station. 

Later in the morning, in the presence of a distinguished 
assembly at Government House, the High Commissioner read the 
King’s message regarding his appointment and took the oath of 
oftice. Among those present were the highest civil and military 
officials, the heads of all creeds, the Judges, the Foreign Consuls 
and the heads of the Jewish Agency and the Vaad Leumi. 

General Wauchope, delivered a speech in which he referred to 
the beauty of Palestine and the struggle between the desert and 
civilisation. He declared that he came to Palestine with an open 
mind, without any prejudices, and that he had no particular know- 
ledge of the problems of Palestine. He emphasised that he was a 
soldier and that he was determined to do everything possible to 
secure the prosperity of allinhabitants. “The first essential matter,” 
he declared, “is the maintenance of law and order, and, therefore, I 
will follow the wise principles of my illustrous friend, Lord Plumer, 
hoping to establish goodwill and understanding between the various 
peoples in the country and between the inhabitants and the Govern. 
ment. The High Commissioner made no mention of the Mandate 
and the problems of the Mandate in his speech. 


First Census Results. 


The first results of the Palestine Census have been published 
in Jerusalem. According to the official figures the total population of 
Palestine, including the Bedouins, amounts to 1,035,154 persons, of 
whom 526,078 are men and 509,076 are women. In 1922 the population 
was 757,152. In the northern district there are 407,695 residents, in 
the southern district 861,532, 
265,927. The preliminary estimate of the Jewish population amounts 
to about 172,000. To this number, however, must be added a few 
thousand Jews who abstained from registering themselves as a 
result of Zionist Revisionist propaganda. In Jerusalem, accord. 
ing to the preliminary figures, there are 90,526 inhabitants, of whom 
56,000 are Jews. The population of Tel-Aviv amounts to about 
46,000. 


An Information Office for Immigrants. 


VALUABLE ADVICE AND ASSISTANCE. 


The Committee of the Organisation of United General Zionists 
in Palestine has renewed the activities of its Information Office 
in Tel-Aviv. 

It has been found after many years’ experience of immigration 
that the majority of immigrants and settlers have practically no 
knowledge of living conditions in the country generally, and are 
particularly ignorant regarding land and urban settlement, the 
situation of industry and trade, etc. The lack of such information 
has been a decisive factor in the failure of many enterprises. 

The Organisation of United General Zionists, which has its 
offices at 40, Lilienblum Street, Tel-Aviv, has therefore decided to 
re-open its Information Office, which will answer all those who in 
person or in writing, present questions concerning Palestinian life, 
dealing with agriculture, orange groves, urban settlement, the 
various trades and industries, immigration laws, etc. A group of 
specialists is always at the service of the Information Office, and 
each question will be examined and answered by the appropriate 
authority. The services of the Information Office are extended to 
all, gratis.

The Jewish Pulpit. 

A lecture on “The Jewish Pulpit—Past and Present” was 
delivered by the Rev. Il. Jerevitch at the Jewish Institute last week. 
Mr. Sol. Rivlin presided. In the ccurse of his remarks, Mr. Jerevitch 
said that the pulpit generally did not rece ve fair treatment. The 
Clergy were not looked up to and given that respect to which they 
were entitled. No clergyman could give of his best when he was 
put on the same level as an ordinary workman and expected to live 
like him. The Clergy were always shot at but never patted on the 
back. They did not receive the necessary encouragement, and were 
considered as fancy roofs instead of the foundation of the spiritual 
building. The Minister's failings—and failings every Minister must 
have—were magnified, and his virtues minimised. The life of a 
Clergyman was a very hard one; he was always puzzled and never 
knew what todo. If he preached a long sermon, the complaint was 
that he spoke too long. If the sermon was short, then “ He only 
said a few words and for that is paidso mucha week!” One of the 
greatest calamities tbat had befallen theage and from which the pulpit. 
suffered tremencously was the non-appreciation of learning. The 
Community did not appreciate the learning of the Clergy. It did 
not realise that for a Minister to do justice to his calling and to his 
Congregatiov, he must have much time for study and for thinking. 
He (Mr. Jerevitch) did not put the whole blame on the congregations. 
Very often, the fault rested entirely with the Ministers. The examples 
they showed were vot conducive to uplift. Above all, a Minister 
should posse-s s°lf-respect and not sell his birthright for a pottage 
of lentils. It was unfortunate that there was no governing body ta 
decide who was, and who was not, a Miuister. Everyone who felt 
so inclined donned a clerical collar and styled himself * Reverend,” 
and it was even more unfortunate that people encouraged that kind 
of thing. The Community was blind, and did not see how to dis- 
tinguish between light and dark. The following took part in the 
discussion: Councillor A. Lewis, Messrs. S. Gaist,.

It has been stated in some quarters that 
this work is charactertsticaliy and essentially Jewish. One suspec s in 
this an uneasy anxiety to absolve Christianity of giving birth to such 


a work, rather than any real understanding of what a “ characteristically 
Jewish” work woull sound lk It is impossible to conceive of Jews 
singi by the Waters of Babylon” in so resisned and gentle a mood as 
Walon has presented. Here there is none of the Jewish emotional 
exeess-‘and wm unt, but much more the traditional controlled resigna- 
lion of Enelish. ¢ hrisiianity. Cn ihe other hand, from the recitative 
beginning “ In Babylon Belshazzar the King ™ the mood is predominanily 
neither Christian nor Jewish, but frankly, barbarically pagan. One would 
huacine that its riotous splendour is more of Il. thiopia than of Jerusalem, o: 
even Babylon. Emotionally, then, the work isnot a unity ; it is im possible 
to reconcile the mood of the first scction with that which prevails later, 


because the excess Of the latter contradicts the restraint of the former. 
Nevertheless the work is, artistically, a tremendous triumph for Walton. 
As anexpression of barbaric paganism in terms of post-War pacanism itis 
maguificemt beyond belief... By its side even Gustav Holst’s Hammer- 
smith,” given a first performances, tends to ,ale: yet it was a very subtiv 
changing web of moods, in which tho dreamy, flowing snirit of Fa'her 
Thames predominated. The evening was noteworthy also for Sammons’ 
and ‘Tertis’ performince in Mozurt’s Sinfonia Concertante, and for the 
work of the orchestra in the Hayda Symphony and throzghoat the 
evening.

Even when sweeping the bow across for broad tcne she coud not 
qaiic achieve that beautiful deep tone which is the 'cello’s most pleasing 
quality. Bat with rather more experience and maturity she should 
become a very delightful, but never a strong, ’celist. H.C.S.

By AUNTIE. 
ANS ANDERSEN, the fairy-tale 
writer, says: “To be born in a 
duck’'s nest in a farmyard is of no 
consequence to a bird if it is 
hatched from a swan's egg.” It will bea 
swan, not a duck; and the place of its birth 
cannot alter its nature. And yet we find lots 
of swans that are born in ducks’ nests pre- 
tending and anxious to be ducks. I have 
always wondered why. 
WANTING TO BE DUCKS. 

This aspiration goes to the root of what we 
call the problem of assimilation. There are 
lots of Jews who try to be as little like Jews 
the 
stately race of swans, they seek to disavow 
their:parentage. and pretend to be some other 
bird. Instead of holding their head high, as 
the proud swan, they shrivel up, as it were, 
and pretend to be a duck. It is quite true 
that thev might have had to face a certain 
amount of prejudice and enyy as a swan. But 
they fail to see that this is a compliment, and 
in order to evade these disadvantages they 
try to cover up their origin. 

MANUFACTURING CONTEMPT. 

‘That class of Jew is merely manufacturing 
contempt. There is no Jew who is more 
despised than the one who disavows his birth 
and pretends to be something else. There is 
no Jew who is more respected than the one 
who has a proper pride in his race, lives 
according to its traditions, and faces the 
world in his true character. In the mass, 
those Jews who break away generally acquire 
nothing but the worst qualities of the people 
they ape. In London, I know, those Jews 
who are least Jews are for the most part the 
worst type of Englishmen, and do infinite 
harm to the name of Jew. Those who are 
good Jews are at the same time good citizens, 
and bring credit upon the Jewish name. 

JEWISH ORIGINALITY. 

No one who has studied Jewish origins 
would claim that everything Jewish is original 
in the strict sense. The Jewish genius con- 
sisted in absorbing much from other peoples 
and giving it a Jewish turn, transforming it, 
improving upon it, elevating it. - The proper 
assimilation is thus not to abandon what is 
Jewish in favour of other, probably inferior, 
cultures, but to select anything that is good 
jn thtse cultures and graft them on to the 
Jewish stem, nourishing them in the Jewish 
way. Our dispersion presents us with many 
problems and inakes our task of self-preserva- 
tion and survival more difficult. We must 
face these problems boldly but with a proper 
pride. Because we happen to be born in a 
duck’s nest, let us not cease to be swans.

ANS ANDERSEN, the fairy-tale 
writer, says: “To be born in a 
duck’s nest in a farmyard is of no 
consequence to a bird if it is 
hatched from a swan’s egg.” It will bea 
swan, not a duck; and the place of its birth 
cannot alter its nature. And yet we find lots 
of swans that are born in ducks’ nests pre- 
tending and anxious to be ducks. I have 
always wondered why. 
WANTING TO BE DUCKS. 

This aspiration goes to the root of what we 
call the problem of assimilation. There are 
lots of Jews who try to be as little like Jews 
as possible. Though they come from the 
stately race of swans, they seek to disavow 
their parentage. and pretend to be some other 
bird. Instead of holding their head high, as 
the proud swan, they shrivel up, as it were, 
and pretend to be a duck. It is quite true 
that they might have had to face a certain 


amount of prejudice and envy as a swan. But 


they fail to see that this is a compliment, and 

in order to evade these disadvantages they 

try to cover up their origin. 
MANUFACTURING CONTEMPT. 

That class of Jew is merely manufacturing 
contempt. There is no Jew who is more 
despised than the one who disavows his birth 
and pretends to be something else. There is 
no Jew who is more respected than the one 
who has a proper pride in his race, lives 
according to its traditions, and faces the 
world in his true character. In the mass, 
those Jews who break away generally acquire 
nothing but the worst qualities of the people 
they ape. In London, I know, those Jews 
who are least Jews are for the most part the 
worst type of Englishmen, and do infinite 
harm to the name of Jew. Those who are 
good Jews are at the same time good citizens, 
and bring credit upon the Jewish name. 

JEWISH ORIGINALITY, 

No one who has studied Jewish origins 
would claim that everything Jewish is original 
in the strict sense. The Jewish genius con- 
sisted in absorbing much from other peoples 
and giving it a Jewish turn, transforming it, 
improving upon it, elevating it. The proper 
assimilation is thus not to abandon what is 
Jewish in favour of other, probably inferior, 
cultures, but to select anything that is good 
in these cultures and graft them on to the 
Jewish stem, nourishing them in the Jewish 
way. Our dispe,sion presents is with many 
problems and makes our task of self-preserva- 
tion and survival more difficult. We must 
face these problems boldly but with a proper 
pride. Because we happen to be born in a 
duck’'s nest, let us not cease to be swans. 

THE CHAINED REDEEMER. 

In one of the finest of modern Jewish 
poems, David Frischman's “ Messiah,” the 
poet depicts the Messiah, for whom the 
Jewish people have yearned and waited so 
long, as bound in chains. He strains at his 
bonds but cannot get free. 

“Lord God, wherefore hast Thou made 
me a Redeemer, 
And hast forbidden me to redeem ?” 
he cries. And 
A Voice is heard answering: “ Until a 
new generation arise, 


A generation that will desire to be 
redeemed ; 
Whose soul 
redeemed ! 
Then wilt thou, too, achieve thy destiny 
and be redeemed ; 
Then wilt thou, too, achieve thy destiny 
and redeem !"’ 
So long as we are not ourselves Messiah will 
not come. So long as we are false to our 
birthright, we shall not be redeemed. The 
people that clings to its bonds will remain in 
bondage.
